HERE is not much floatin g in this coun­ 
try over the reports of wounded civil­ 
ians by tens of thousands fleeing from Ger­ 
man cities. 
Americans are not cruel.

But also U. S. warships could 
not pursue the Japs anywhere near the 
Japanese mandated islands, because we 
could not risk attack by 
Japanese land- 
based planes. 
In other words, land-based planes are 
the key to this war, especially in the Pa- 
ficfic. 
For at present the Pacific war is 
deadlocked until we 
can 
get land bases 
near Japan to 
bomb 
her, or she can get 
land bases near us. 
For the old idea of the 
American Navy steaming up to Yokohama 
and throwing shells into Japan proper is 
just as outmoded as the spear and armor 
of the Crusades— unless we have land-bas­ 
ed planes to protect the fleet.

AMONG ITS many functions, 
the liver secretes bile. It manu­ 
factures bile from the remains of 
broken-down red blood cells. The 
bile flows in small channels and

bile ducts until it empties into the 
intestine in its upper part. A pe­ 
culiarity of the bile canal system 
is that it backs up into a reservoir 
or sac called the gallbladder.* 
Just exactly what purpose the 
gallbladder has is more or less a 
mystery. It can be removed in man 
without any outward consequence. 
A great many animals do not have 
a gallbladder, among these, the 
horse, the deer, the elephant, the 
rat, the pocket gopher and the 
pigeon. “Why,” writes a certain 
pathologist, with Byronic despair, 
“the cow should possess a gall­ 
bladder, but not the rat, the striped 
gopher but not the pocket gopher, 
the hen but not the pigeon is cer­ 
tainly difficult of explanation." 
I am sure that I cannot explain 
it. I presume this pathologist has 
casked the pocket gopher and re­ 
ceived no satisfactory reply. 
Reservoir for Bile 
The most reasonable explana­ 
tion for the existence of the gall­ 
bladder is that it stores bile when 
it is excreted in excess and allows 
it to bv poured out at intervals as 
the digestion in the intestine needs 
it. 
After removal of the gall­ 
bladder but not the rat, the striped 
gall duct dilates and really takes 
the place of the gallbladder in 
forming a reservoir. 
The bile is discharged into the 
intestine when fat is present and 
plays an important part in the di­ 
gestion of fat. It also plays a very 
important part in our well-being. 
I remember one eminent surgeon 
who had a gallbladder operation 
after which his bile did not flow 
into the in testin e for several 
weeks. 
He described a sense of 


melancholy that settled on him, a 
lack of interest in any meal, and 
the delight which he experienced 
when the bile finally did begin to 
flow out and he began to digest 
his fats. 
Gallbladder Physiology 
Another moot point about gall 
bladder physiology is whether it 
empties its contents more or less 
passively or by contraction of its 
own muscles. The consensus of 
opinion at the present time is that 
it empties by contraction of its 
muscles in the presence of fat in 
the intestine. Thus we can empty 
a gallbladder by giving a fat meal, 
such as the yolk of an egg or a 
well-buttered piece of toast, and 
this fact is helpful in the treat­ 
ment of certain forms of gall­ 
bladder infection. 
It is interesting to note that in 
pregnant animals the gallbladder 
does not empty very readily even 
with the presence of fat in the 
intestine. This has significance in 
view of the fact that pregnancy 
often precipitates an infection of 
the gallbladder and gallstones, 
probably flue to the fact that the 
stasis of the bile during this period 
renders infection easy. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. L. E : — Does plain whit* 
sugar destroy calcium? Would a 
glass of warm water containing a 
teaspoonful of salt taken each 
morning before breakfast harden 
the arteries or lift the blood pres­ 
sure above normal? 
Answer: Sugar has no effect on 
calcium whatever. Warm water 
and salt have no effect on the blood 
pressure or on hardening of the 
arteries.

But 
then someone close to Gen. Arn­ 
old persuaded him to change his 
mind. 
The planes have not yet 
been sent. 
Meanwhile, a handful of twin- 
motored 
transports 
are 
slowly 
ferrying a trickle of munitions to 
China. 
And twin-motored planes 
can scarcely lift a load over the 
lofty Himalaya Mountains, where 
there are forty peaks over 23,- 
000 feet high. 
Our military mission to China 
is headed by Gen. John Magruder, 
who went to Chungking to cooper­ 
ate 
with 
Generalissimo 
Chiang 
Kai-Shek, but results have disap­ 
pointed the Chinese. 
They have j 
complained that some American 
officers 
seem 
most 
concerned 
about a dearth of bathtubs and 
a surplus of bed-bugs—which is 
something one has to take philo­ 
sophically in China. 
But greatest of nil tragedies is. 
that, 
time 
after 
time 
Chinese j 
Foreign Minister T. V. Soong will j 
go to officials in the White House I 
and get a promise of a certain 
number of bombing planes. 
"Now can we tell the General- ! 
isstmo definitely that these planes 
will be sent?” Soong asks W hite’ 
House officials. 
“Yes, definitely.” 
“Because if there is any doubt,” 
Soong reminds, "it is much better 
not to promise.” 
"The planes will be sent,” is 
the renewed promise. 
"You can 
cable the Generalissimo.” 
But then the planes 
are 
not 
sent. Someone around Gen. Arnold 
in the Air Corps holds them up, j 
despite White House orders. And 
little 
by 
little, 
Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek is beginning to 
wonder what an American prom-1 
ise amounts to. 


BARBARA 1H TTO VS BARON 
Barbara Hutton, multiple-mar­ 
ried 5-and IO cent store heiress 
has been under surveillance by 
Federal agent* because of trans- 
Atlantic telephone calls she has 
been making to a German baron. 
The form er Princess Mdivani, 
apparently deeply in love with the 
German sportsman and not inter­ 
ested in his Nazi views, has made 
a practice of taking a private 
plane from Hollywood to Mexico 
where she placed trans-Atlantic 
phone calls to the Baron. 
The Baron has a cousin living 
in Switzerland whom he kept in­ 
formed of his movement*. 
And 
when he expected to be in a city 
where he could receive a phone 
call, the cousin would cable Bar­ 
bara frprn 
neutral 
Switzerland, 
Barbara would then take her pri­ 
vate plane to. Mexico and prepare 
for the clandestine phone call. 
Barbara 
apparently 
did 
not 
realize that every word she said 
to the Baron was taken down by 
telephone censors. 
Not long ago, however, Bar­ 
bara either cooled off toward the 
Baron or learned that he worked 
for the German government.

she sent him a cable Instructing 
him not to communicate with her 
any more.
